END YOUR THIRST 
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The year 2001 has been one of the hardest 
your Administration has had to endure, 
particularly in my 11 years as the General 
Manager of the Federation. 


At the end of 2000, we had reached 
agreement with the State Government over 
the Management of the Hindmarsh Soccer 
Stadium and it appeared that we could return to 
“Core Business”. The events that unfolded thereafter 
draqged the matter on for another 10 months. 


This in itself had a most unsettling effect on the 
operation of the Federation again being necessary 
to concentrate our efforts on anything but the Core 
Husiness and operation and promotion of the game. 
Many of the projects were, by necessity, put on hold 
while this matter was finalised. 


Ihe long awaited settlement between the City of 
(Charles Sturt and the State Government finally took 
place in October 2001 allowing the State 
Government to ultimately settle its Management 
issues with the Federation. 


Never before have we found it more difficult to 
fetain the sponsors we have, let alone find new 
sponsors to the Federation.

Upon his election as Chairman in September, Tony

Once completed and adopted it will be important to 
often review the plan, The success of it will be 
measured by those affected by it complying to 
ensure {ts success in the best interests of all.

100 Years of Soccer

The first meeting to establish Soccer in South 
Australia was held in October 1902 hosted by Mr. 
Frank Storr in his Tailor Shop in Gawler Place. 


This meeting attracted great interest at which it was 
decided to form the first organised Soccer 
Association in South Australia called the South 
Australian British Football Association. Lead by Mr. 
Tom Holford, the Committee proceeded to make 
arrangements for the competition to be played in 
1903. 


Thus - South Australian Soccer was born. The first 
competition comprised of three teams - North 
Adelaide, South Adelaide and Woodville. 


2002, then marks a very special event in the history 
of Soccer in South Australia - it will be 100 years 
since the first official game was played. And the 
South Australian Soccer Federation is preparing to 
celebrate the occasion with a number of very special 
events. 


The Federation has appointed a Committee, headed 
by its Chairman, Tony Henshaw to ensure that this 
important milestone is well recognised right through 
the year. 


“Our history must be recognised and celebrated and 
the Board has determined that this milestone must 
receive proper recognition”, Henshaw said. 


A special logo has been designed which will be 
placed on all official Federation publications as well 
as on all players strips and merchandise. 


A range of limited edition merchandise will be 
available through the Federation’s website - a must 
for any collector. 


The Federation is also planning a number of games 
involving our State Team (who will be “decked out” 
in a special 100 year strip) during the year. An 
announcement will be made mid February of the 
matches planned in celebration of the event. 


The Federation has sought the support of Soccer 
Australia to consider a friendly international match 
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at Hindmarsh Soccer Stadium in Adelaide to form 
part of the celebrations. 


“All our competitions - including our Premier and 
State Leagues, Summer Night Series and Federation 
Cup will take on new meanings and a number of 
special activities are planned as part of the 
celebrations”, Henshaw said. 


“We are also pleased to endorse as part of the 100 
year celebrations the proposed Festival Cup which will 
see youth teams from all over the world come to 
Adelaide and play a tournament at the Hindmarsh 
Soccer Stadium - Juventus, FC Bayern Munchen, Vascd 
Dagama, Rangers and Ajax - just to name a few’. 


The Centenary Year will climax with the launch of 
the SA Soccer Hall of Fame in November, recognising 
the past contributors in various categories to the 
game and will then be an ongoing Annual Event. 


A separate committee has been formed to make the 
nominations to the Hall of Fame consisting of 
Federation Historian, Denis Harlow, former 
Advertiser journalist, Allan Crisp and Jack Smith - a 
former Australian International Player. 


Harlow, is also compiling the history of South 
Australian Soccer in book form which will be 
launched at the official 100 year recognition dinner 
in November 2002. 


“This significant milestone in the history of South 
Australian Soccer will be well recognised by the 
Federation and we welcome all Soccer Supporters, 
not only in South Australia, but throughout the 
world, for their contribution in some way”. 


A full detailed schedule of events to celebrate the 
100 years of Soccer will be released at a special 
press conference in mid-February.

Coaching Courses 

During the 2001 year the department has run a 
record number of courses. Junior, Youth, Senior and 
State licences were held and excellent numbers were 
in participation. 

We have worked hard during this year to modernise 
the courses and to educate new presenters. Jim 
Selby ran an Instructor's course during his January 
visit and this was well attended. 


Our plan has been to deliver the courses with more use 
of video and overhead projections. This has proved 
very popular and we have had excellent results. 


New presenters who have been used on the courses 
include Airton Andrioli, Alby Kidd, Glenn Dods and 
Elvis Markov. These four have been accredited at 
Youth Level and have all proved worthy recruits for 
the Federation. 


Jeff Napier has also been elevated to Youth level. 


Brenton Hiern and John Mundy worked on the State 
and Senior licences and have subsequently been 
elevated to Senior Instructors. They will join Zoran 
Maricic and Sam Miskelly on this level. 


This new group of presenters has put a breath of life 
into our courses and their open-minded approach 
and knowledge of modern trends will benefit all who 
attend the courses. 


Our State licence course in January was of a very 
high standard with Jim Selby and Les Scheinflug in 
attendance. SASF instructors Brenton Hiern, Chris 
Terpcou (Goalkeeping) and Alby Kidd all assisted 
myself on the course. 


A national Goalkeeping accreditation scheme is 
being tested over the next few weeks and we will be 
ready to introduce this accreditation to our syllabus. 


We have also begun our Introduction to Coaching 
Courses with several pilot courses planned for the 
near future. These seem to be appealing to country 
areas as they can be converted to a junior licence 
later down the track 


Accreditation and Licences. 


During the months since the end of last season we 
have worked hard to make sure that the clubs are 
adhering to the Commission's directives on 
accreditation.

Our main aim was to make sure that the senior 
positions were filled with appropriately accredited 
coaches. In general the clubs have backed the 
initiative and at the end of the season 90% of club 
coaches were accredited to the recommended level. 


The board of the Federation has recently adopted an 
updated proposal from the Coaching Department and 
this initiative will make the accreditation pathway 
clearer. 


The Federation is creating a web site, which will 
assist in circulating coaching information to the 
registered coaches. We have also contributed to the 
development of the resource library at the South 
Australian Sports Institute where a growing list of 
videos is available. 


Country Areas 
The extensive coach and player development work in 
the country areas is beginning to show results. 


The Riverland has been particularly successful and 
area coach Steve Poutakidis must be congratulated. 


The Riverland had four players in the Under 14 
development squad which toured Singapore and has 
representation in the SASPSA state team. 


One player each from Port Pirie and Western Border 
also made the squad. Steve also made the trip as 
assistant coach. 


The Federation has appointed Adam Hodge to the 
position of area coach of the Western Border 
replacing the successful Jeff Napier who returned to 
Adelaide. Adam is a high quality former player who 
will add value to the education of the local players. 


The Federation has established a development 
program in Port Pirie and has appointed Anthony 
Brevi to the position of coach. The program will be 
run in conjunction with the Port Pirie Junior Soccer 
Association and is a welcome induction into the 
program.

The 2001 program began with 
representatives from ten SASF clubs and 
saw another year of success on the 
international stage. Five South Australian 
players represented Australia at the under 
17 level as the Joeys went through their 
qualifying and world cup commitments. 


Mario Karlovic, Russell Waller, Fred Agius, Adam 
Van Dommele and Terry Smith all took part in the 
qualifying series, under new youth coach Ange 
Postecoglou. This competition saw the Joeys 
comfortably win their group. On the way they 
chalked up a world record score against American 
Samoa winning 33-0. Terry Smith scored nine goals 
Fred Agius six and Mario Karlovic one in this historic 
win. 


In the qualifiers against New Zealand, Australia 
comfortably won 10-0 on aggregate, therefore 
booking a spot at the World Cup in Trinidad and 
lobago. 


Fred Agius, Terry Smith and Adam Van Dommele 
gained selection in the final squad, which saw the 
Joeys eliminated by Nigeria in the quarterfinals. 
(his followed wins against Trinidad and Croatia and 
a narrow loss to Brazil. 


Fred Agius won the FIFA man of the match award 
against Trinidad. 


The strength and depth of the players available 
to Ange Postecoglou was illustrated when players of 
the ability of Mario Karlovic and Russell Waller were 
left out of the final squad. Subsequently Mario has 
played in the National League and Russell has 
signed a professional contract in England. 


In the under 20 age group South Australia was 
represented by Lucas Pantelis, Louis Brain and Aaron 
Goulding. The team qualified for the finals after a 
tight struggle with New Zealand and was also 
eliminated in the quarterfinals, this time against 
Brazil. Lucas Pantelis and Louis Brain were named in 
the final squad. 


SASI players Terry Smith and Evan Metanomski 
were inducted into the 2001 AIS squad based in 
Canberra. 


In the local league, the team performed with the 
lowest average age on record, fifteen years and

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three months. For the first time in six 
years the team missed the finals, having 
to wait for the result of a postponed game 
to be sure of our fate. The team was very 
competitive in an under 23 league which 
was the strongest for years. The 
competition was much closer than in 
recent times and the standard of the teams was a 
credit to the programs being conducted at Premier 
League clubs. 


Adam Van Dommele won the SASI player of the 
year with Tony Hatzis voted as the most improved. 
Michelle Lastella became the fourth SASI player to 
win the under 23 Caruso medal for the player of the 
year. 


Former graduates continue to perform well on 
the National and Premier league levels with players 
such as Travis Dodd and Michael Cartwright 
performing well with interstate teams and Lucas 
Pantelis, Scott Tunbridge and others with the Force. 
Ian Fyfe followed in the footsteps of Lucas Pantelis 
by winning the SASF rising star award. Ian has 
continued his development and is now performing 
well in the National League. 


Full credit for this year’s program must go to the 
dedicated staff. Assistant Coach Brenton Hiern has 
again proven his qualities as a development coach 
and the program was enhanced with the inclusion of 
Glen Dods as assistant coach and physical 
development coordinator. Chris Terpcou continued 
his excellent work as goalkeeper coach. Manager 
John Brannigan and trainer Joe Foley also 
contributed with their dedicated work as well as 
masseuse Bertie May. Our tradition of assisting in 
the development of local coaches continued with 
Keith Rowling working as a scholarship coach. Keith 
follows high quality coaches who have worked with 
the program including Brenton Hiern, Duane Gray 
and Elvis Markov.

The Festival Cup is a unique international club 
soccer tournament for world class under 19 players 
to be staged at Hindmarsh Stadium from 3-11, 
August 2002, as part of the 100 years of Soccer in 
South Australia celebrations. 

The 2002 Festival Cup tournament will feature a 
range of high profile world teams such as Bayern 
Munich, arguably the biggest side in Europe; 
Juventus, perennially one of Italy’s glamour sides; 
Ajax of Holland; Scottish Rangers and the Brazilian 
powerhouse, Vasco da Gama. Also included are the 
best club team from China, and a select team from 
Australia. Importantly, several of these teams have 
never toured Australia before and others have 
played here many years ago. 

The Australian team will be selected through a 
unique talent identification campaign, promoted by 
a national television network soccer program. 
Entrants will enter the promotion by submitting a 
videotape of a recent match and a brief playing 
history which will be initially reviewed and culled by 
a panel of experts. Trials will be held in each state 
with a final squad of eighteen (18) players selected 
to form the Australian club team. The new team 
will come into camp two weeks prior to the Festival 
Cup. 

The tournament competition will be divided into 
two evenly matched groups of four teams. Each 
group will play preliminary round double header 
matches on alternate nights. The top two teams 
from each group at the end of the preliminary 
rounds will progress to the semi and finals to be 
played on the last weekend of the tournament. The 
top four finishing teams will receive prizemoney and 
all participating teams will receive unique one off 
medals designed by the Internationally recognised 
artist Nick Mount. 

The objectives of staging the tournament and 
the resultant benefit to soccer are: 

e Showcase top quality traditional powerhouses of 
international club soccer to the South Australian 
and Australian public; 

e Expose more junior players and coaches to high 
level competition on a regular basis;

e Establish role models and direction for younger 
players with a view to reducing the attrition rate 
of players in their early teens; 

e Establish links with overseas clubs to open up 
playing opportunities; 

© Identify incremental talent and inspire them to 
go on to representative honours; 

e Runa successful soccer tournament, which will 
create additional value and ‘interest in Australian 
soccer for the commercial sector; and 

e Increase the profile of soccer through the school 
system to build our base of young players. 

In South Australia all schools will have the 
opportunity to be involved in the tournament 
through a variety of promotional opportunities that 
will include prizes of soccer equipment, tickets to 
games, participation in the opening and closing 
ceremonies, and attendance at coaching clinics. 

A Multi-Cultural Youth Festival will be held in 
and around the stadium on the first weekend of the 
tournament. It is intended that the cultural festival 
will celebrate and highlight team nationalities and 
cultures and demonstrate the power and presence of 
the ‘world game”. Monies raised by The Festival Cup 
during the cultural festival will be donated to the 
Multicultural Communities Council of SA for use in 
their youth scheme programs. 

A Festival Cup Masters competition (over 35s) 
will be held concurrently with the Festival Cup and 
staged at various metropolitan club venues. This 
parallel event will offer an opportunity for local 
players and domestic and international visitors 
attending the Festival Cup to participate in and 
further enjoy the tournament. 

The tournament promoters are excited that the 
inaugural Festival Cup will be held during South 
Australian Soccer Federation’s Centenary Year 
celebrations and the Federation is to be 
congratulated on this fabulous achievement. 

It is anticipated that The Festival Cup will be a 
major sporting event of South Australia and 
Australia that will draw unique international tourism 
and sporting attention to Australia and the region 
and become a major event on the international 
soccer calendar in years to come.

FIFA Continues Positive Developments 


Since the mid 1990s FIFA has promoted subtle but 
significant changes designed to promote a positive 
game. Many of you will recall that in the past close 
decisions generally were given in favour of the 
defending team. Referees are now instructed to give 
those very hard to make decisions to the attacking 
team. Examples include those impossible to determine 
throw ins, now given to the attackers, and the difficult 
to call goal kick/corner kick decisions which should 


® now be awarded as a corner kick. Hairline off side calls 


can now be ruled in favour of the attackers and play 
should be permitted to continue. 


This positive trend is also evident in recent directives 
to referees that a player fouling an opponent in order 
to deny an obvious goal scoring opportunity should be 
sent off. The same philosophy was also behind the 
recent introduction of the ban on a goal keeper 


handling the ball after it had been deliberately passed : 


back by a team mate. 


2001-2 Law Changes, Interpretations, and 
Directions 


Holding and Pulling Opponents’ Clothing 

The International Football Association Board (IFAB) is 
the Body responsible for the Laws of the Game. Its 
thrust, too, has been the encouragement of positive

and attacking play. Following its 2001 meeting it 
issued a mandatory instruction to referees that any 
player guilty of blatantly holding and pulling an 
opponent's clothing must be cautioned (Yellow Card) 
and the team punished by the award of a direct free 
kick to the opponents - a penalty kick if the offence 
occurred in the opponents’ penalty area. 


Players with Disabilities 

Laws covering the size of the field, the ball, the size 
of the goals, length of games and the number of 
substitutes can now be amended by local 
Associations for players with disabilities. 


Issuing Cards 

(he IFAB has clarified that only players and 
substitutes (not team officials) can be shown red or 
yellow cards. They have also directed that a player 
who is sent off must leave the vicinity of the field 
and the technical area. 


volden Goals and Kicks from the Penalty Mark 

| is now common for matches ending in a draw and 
needing a result to use the Golden Goal technique. 
his method is now given official status and appears 
as part of the newly named Procedures to Determine 
(he Winner of a Match, following Law 17 in the law

(Celebrating Goals 

1) 1996 the IFAB instructed referees to caution 
layers who removed their shirts to celebrate a goal. 
he Board has now relaxed this instruction and 
layers now should not be cautioned unless the 
celebrations are considered by the referee to be 
ovocative, intended to ridicule their opponents or 
he opposition spectators, or the cause of excessive 
ime wasting. 


| [FA Experiments 

We have seen games from England and Scotland 
using the trial rule that the ball can be moved 9.15 
metres closer to the opponents’ goal line if the 
opponents attempt to hold up the restart of the 
game. This trial is to continue for another season 
and will then be reviewed. The ball now cannot be 
moved beyond the edge of the penalty area. This 
trial only applies in specified English and Scottish 
competitions. It does not apply to our competitions 
in Australia. 


Spectacles 

Young players in particular are being permitted to 
wear recently developed and relatively safe sports 
spectacles. Although referees still have the final 
decision on the safety of players’ equipment they 
are being encouraged to permit the wearing of 


glasses employing the latest technology. It would 
be wise for players to provide a written statement 
from their optometrist or medical practitioner 
certifying that the sports spectacles are safe to 
both the player and opponents. 


Artificial Surfaces 

FIFA permits the use of artificial surfaces in games 
other than the World Cup Finals. They are continuing 
to support the development of surfaces suitable for 
harsh climates or for indoor stadia. Many of the 
successful surfaces are a mixture of grasses and 
artificial materials. 


Two Referees 

Games have been held in some countries using 2 
referees plus the usual 2 Assistant Referees. The 
experiments have had mixed success (a shortage of 
qualified referees has been a major draw back) and 
have now ended without any likelihood of the 
experiment being sanctioned for use anywhere in 


_ the world. 


Referee Developments in South Australia 

There are currently four metropolitan Branches of 
the Australian Soccer Referees Federation in 
Adelaide. Elizabeth and Districts, and SRA Noarlunga 
mostly service the junior competitions in those 
areas. The SA Amateur Referees Association members 
officiate in the Amateur League’s competitions, 
whilst the Federation Branch services the SASF 
competitions. It continues to be difficult to recruit 
and retain referees. However, each Branch has a 
Referees Coach and has made rapid strides in the 
provision of coaching programs and upgrading 
courses to support their members. The State Coach 
meets frequently with these Branch Coaches to 
share the latest materials developed locally or made 
available by the National and State Coaches. 
Coaching visits are made to all metropolitan 
Branches and to all referee Branches or groups in 
Mount Gambier, Port Pirie, Jamestown, Whyalla, the 
Riverland and Adelaide Hills. 


Federation Branch 

These members provide their services to the Senior, 
and some Junior, SASF competitions. They are 
supported by Inspectors (mostly ex referees) who 
have undertaken formal preparation for their role as 
assessors and coaches to their colleagues. The 
Inspectors are a crucial component in the 
continuing professional development of our officials. 
They provide detailed reports and running sheets for 
referees. These contain a summary of the significant 
incidents in each game and comments about the 
referee’s personality, physical fitness, movement and 
positioning, interpretation and application of the 
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laws, performance of other duties, and the 
application of discipline to offending players. Much 
of the advice is based on National recommendations 
and guidelines. Over $12,000 was spent in 2001 on 
this activity, paid for wholly by the referees from a 
levy imposed on their match fees. This extensive 
financial contribution is a measure of members’ 
serious commitment to their development as match 
officials. All members are required to attend physical 
training and coaching to be eligible for 
appointments. They must also provide an annual 
medical clearance and pass a Cooper's Test of 
physical fitness. 


FIFA Officials 

Members can seek promotion to national and 
international status. We are familiar with their work 
officiating at Adelaide City Force NSL games and at 
interstate NSL games. The Federation is proud that 
it has 3 members who have been placed on the FIFA 
Assistant Referee panels in 2001. Michael Parry 
retired from this panel at the end of 2001 having 
represented South Australia and Australia at such 
prestigious tournaments as the Under 17 World Cup. 
Matthew Cream and Airlie Keen have been 
renominated to the AR panel for 2002 and await 
confirmation from FIFA. Matthew's highlight was his 
trip to Tehran to officiate in front of 120,000 
spectators at the World Cup qualifying game 
between Iran and Saudia Arabia in August 2001. He 
also officiated at the Oceania Club Championships in 
PNG. Airlie was an official at the Women’s Australia 
Cup, contested by Australia and France in NSW and 
Queensland. 


CHRIS KING, REFEREES RECRUITMENT & 
DEVELOPMENT OFFICER 


In relation to Referees Recruitment & Development, 
Year 2001 capitalised on the success of the previous 
initial year of operation. Many of the successful 
programs and courses conducted in 2001 were firsts 
for South Australia and some were firsts for 
Australian Refereeing. The success was only 
achieved by the tremendous support of those who 
assisted and participated throughout the year and if 
this support continues into year 2002, even greater 
things can be achieved. 


The year started with a visit by Gary Power the 
National Coach. The Referees’ Annual Seminar held 
at the Education Development Centre was presented 
by Gary and Bill Tattersall the State Coach. An 
Inspectors’ Refresher Course was also conducted by 
the two Coaches during the visit and was attended 
by Inspectors from all four metropolitan Referee 
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Branches. This was the first occasion a course of 
this type has been conducted in South Australia. A 
full Inspectors’ Level 1 Course was run later in the 
year and one of those who attended the course was 
a referee from Alice Springs who wanted to be a 
part of the development of refereeing in his area. 
The development is not just focused on those who 
“blow the whistle’ but is aimed at all those involved 
in refereeing. 


In addition there was a very successful Talent 
Acceleration Program (TAP) held which was attended 
by representatives from the metropolitan Branches. 
Another first for the State. Eighteen referees of 
various ages and levels of experience took part in 
the program, which will see many of them move to 
their next level of refereeing and beyond. The 
support given to this program by WT Birkalla cannot 
be understated and was greatly appreciated. 
Representatives from the four Branches again 
worked together at the Junior Premier League Zone 
Championships. A total of sixteen referees officiated 
over the three days. 


Regional visits were undertaken to Whyalla, 
Jamestown, Port Pirie, Renmark and Mt Gambier. 
The State Coach, Bill Tattersall and the Referees’ 
Recruitment & Development Officer, Chris King, 
conducted Introductory courses in three of these 
locations, which assisted in improving the quantity 
of qualified and accredited referees regionally. Port 
Pirie now provides the only satellite member of the 
Federation Branch, Dean Paulauskis who during 2001 
officiated at Premier and State League games in 
both Port Pirie and Adelaide. The opportunity was 
taken during these visits to conduct various 
development programs with the local referees who 
appreciated and learned from the training. 


An achievement which falls into the category of 
recruiting is the substantial increase in the number 
of people put through the Introductory Courses 
during 2001. A total of 14 courses were conducted 
in metropolitan and regional South Australia with a 
total of 126 candidates being successful. 
Disappointingly figures show that of these, only 34 
became qualified referees and joined one of the 
Branches. 


With the appointment of the RR&DO to the State 
Officiating Task Force, the Referees input into 
officiating does not stop with our Game. 


Optimism reigns supreme in the World of refereeing 
for 2002.

NATIONAL FUTSAL CHAMPIONSHIP 
SUCCESS IN SYDNEY 


Two teams consisting of Under 12 and 
Under 15 Boys were selected to represent 
the SASF and South Australia at the 
National Futsal Championships held at the 
State Sports Centre in Homebush Bay in New South 
Wales in January. 


| The Under 12 Futsal State team Coached by Tony 
LaScala and Ray Grima won the Under 12 
Competition, winning 4 out of their 6 matches 
leading up to the finals against Queensland, Qld 
Red, ACT “A” & “B” and losing to the two NSW 
teams. The team made it to the final by beating 
ACT “A” for the second time in three days 6-5, who 
incidentally hadn’t lost for the last three years, and 
meeting and winning over the New South Wales “A” 
team in the Grand Final 5-4 on the Golden Goal Rule 
making them the first S.A. Futsal State team to pick 
up a winning trophy at the Nationals. 
Congratulations to all the players and Coaches. 


The Under 15’s team who ended up playing in the 
Under 16 State Competition showed a lot of promise 
and managed to hold their own against older 
opposition who had been together for a longer 
period of time. Under the leadership of Greg 
Kalinovic and Rob Pepicelli, we are sure that they 
enjoyed the experience and that Futsal has played a 
big part in their future Soccer career development. 


Futsal Referees Tops Miletic and Ray Grima also 
representing South Australia at these Championships, 
also went very well. Tops officiated the Men’s Final 
and Ray refereed the Women’s Final. 


The Futsal SA Committee continued where they left 
off last year holding Futsal Clinics at schools in the 
Northeast and for the first time introducing Futsal 
to the students in the North. In October, 
Development Officers, Tony LaScala, Rob Pepicelli, 
Ray Grima and Greg Kalinovic started School Futsal 
Competitions for boys and girls from Year 4’s to Year 
8’s on the weekends at the Campbelltown City 
Soccer Club Indoor Stadium, the Magill University 
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Campus and for the first time at the St 
Jays Recreation Centre in Salisbury. 


Over 700 students took part in these 
competitions, which was a 600% increase 
from the previous year. Week in week out 
you could see the improvement from all 
teams and it was great to receive all the good 
feedback from the schools and parents. The 7 Grand 
Final matches at Campbelltown and the 3 Grand 
Final matches at Salisbury were all very exciting and 
well attended and I’m sure all the students that 
participated whether they were Winners or not, 
enjoyed and benefited from Futsal, the only FIFA 
Indoor Soccer Game. 


The Men’s Competitions at Magill and Campbelltown 
also to a climax with “Blaze of Glory” coming from 
behind to once again become the Magill Futsal 
Champions against “The Playerz” and the young 
and most improved “Outlaws” winning the 
Consolation Final. (Campbelltown comp is still in 
progress at time of writing). 


Futsal SA will continue this year developing and 
introducing Futsal by holding more Clinics at the 
Schools and starting more Futsal Competitions 
around the Adelaide metropolitan area, which will 
lead to future State Championships. There may also 
be an increase in teams to take to the Nationals in 
January 2003 for Boys and Girls and perhaps a Men’s 
and Women’s team.

BEV O’BRIEN - PRESIDENT 


This was the first year of a new 
strategic plan for SAWSA—one which club 
representatives, coaches and players, 
along with the SAWSA Board have been 
actively involved in—my thanks to 
everyone who made a contribution to this 
plan. Centreing on governance, 
participation, development and marketing, our plan 
for 2001-2003 is to: 

e develop an administrative infrastructure which 
will underpin women’s soccer being able to 
achieve and sustain, in a professional manner, 
the growth of our sport; and 

e provide participation options and development 
pathways for all women and girls in our sport; 
and 

e promote our sport in a way which encourages 
the South Australian community to get behind 
us as players, officials, sponsors and spectators. 

As a board, and a soccer community, we faced a 

number of challenges—and took some brave steps 

in 2001 toward our growth and sustainability. 

More specifically, collectively we: 

e hosted an U12 league for the first time 

e exposed over two thousand girls to soccer 
through our development programs in schools 

e created scholarship programs to encourage 
women to become active as coaches and referees 
in our sport 

e trialed removing the compulsion for SASI players 
to play within our leagues—allowing them to 
focus on intensive training toward their goals of 
national team selection 

e took positive and tangible steps towards 
establishing a home base for women’s soccer. 

We continue to build and strengthen existing 

partnerships with the State Institute of Sport, the 

Office of Recreation, Sport and Racing and the 

South Australian Soccer Federation—and to forge 

new relationships with other women’s sports and 

likeminded organisations. 

The International Year of the Volunteer provided 
a platform to reflect on and recognise the efforts of 
many people who make a contribution to our sport. 
In 2001 we presented two inaugural awards: a 
Volunteer Award and the Bob Bush & Ann Gibbons 
Coach of the Year Award—congratulations to Berthy 
May and Max Primaro our respective winners. 
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Following the AGM we will also extend a 
formal “thank you” to many other volunteers 
from within our Association. Without the 
efforts and commitment of these people, our 
sport would be much diminished. 
Our objectives for 2002 centre on: 
eIncreasing participation and retention of 
players within our clubs 
© Developing new opportunities for women and 
girls to participate in our sport 
e Making our home ground a reality. 
Our vision for our sport must be a shared one if it is 
to succeed. My vision is that girls, such as my 8 
year old daughter will grow up—and grow old, with 
soccer being as viable a sport for her as perhaps 
netball was for my mother. And that our sport will 
be able to provide opportunities for her to be a 
participant—no matter her age or skills, to be an 
official or administrator (and to enjoy that 
experience), or simply for her to enjoy spectating 
amongst a capacity crowd at Hindmarsh Stadium. I 
hope that this vision is our shared vision. The 
experiences of our home grown talent now playing 
in the US, Denmark, Japan and the UK tell us that 
all of this is possible if we believe, and if we work 
together. 

The best ambassador women’s soccer can have is 
you—our players, coaches, referees, administrators 
and supporters. A positive attitude, commitment, 
enthusiasm and passion for your sport is more 
infectious and enticing than any marketing 
consultant could ever dream up. I encourage you in 
2002 to take positive steps—as individuals and 
clubs, toward this vision.

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WENDY CARTER —- EXECUTIVE OFFICER 


This time of the year always provides 
us with an opportunity to reflect on the 
year that has passed. It enables us to 
identify the positive achievements of the 
sport and to address the areas of concern. 

So what has been achieved in 2001? - 
Certainly the results that were achieved by 
our state teams have not been emulated in 2001 
and the focus on our National players has certainly 
diminished with the conclusion of the Olympic 
Games. However the whole focus of sport has also 
changed with greater emphasis now being directed 
at the grass roots level of sport rather than the 
elite. 

In 2001 SAWSA introduced a number of projects and 

policies that were aimed at strengthening the sport 

at a local level and also providing women with 
qreater opportunities to participate in all aspects of 
soccer: 

e Introduction of the 12 and Under League. 

® The re-introduction of the Fourth Division into 
the SAWSA competition. 

* The continuation of the Zonal Championships 
and the SAWSA Development Squads. 

e The introduction of a Goalkeeper Development 
Squad had been talked about for a number of 
years and finally it came to fruition this year. 

* The introduction, in co-operation with the 
SAWSA clubs, of Player Scholarships. These 
scholarships assisted players with the financial 
costs of playing soccer. 

e In season 2001 SAWSA introduced the Player 
Compensation Form. Compensation guidelines 
were formulated to encourage clubs to develop 
players and to deter the unnecessary and 
disruptive movement of players. Therefore 
promoting a more balanced competition. 

Was the introduction of these guidelines 

successful? It certainly did not deter clubs from 

transferring players, clubs were financially 
compensated for the time and money that they 
had contributed to a player’s development and 
more importantly all of the SAWSA leagues were 
enormously competitive. 

¢ The introduction of Women’s Coaching and 
Refereeing Scholarships. The number of women 
participating in coaching and refereeing has not 
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mirrored the increase in the number of 
women playing soccer. To encourage more 
women to become involved in these two 
areas of soccer, SAWSA has offered 
scholarships in both coaching and 
refereeing. 9 coaching scholarships and 7 
referee scholarships have been awarded 
this year. 

Season 2001 will always remain in my memory as 
the season that provided the most exciting 
conclusion to any year of soccer. Who would have 
envisaged that the last game of the season would 
determine the outcome in three divisions, including 
the Premier Division. I would like to congratulate all 
of the players and officials for making this a very 
exciting year and I do hope that many of the 
coaches have recovered from a very tense year. 

As well as the achievements outlined above, 
there have been behind the scene accomplishments 
that may go unrecognised. The development of a 
home ground for women’s soccer is quietly being 
attained. SAWSA have continued negotiations with 
Annesley College to develop a central venue for 
women’s soccer. Funding proposals have been 
submitted to several government agencies and a 
draft agreement has been formulated with Annesley 
College. Although we are still some way off from 
finalising proceedings, there is certainly some very 
strong light at the end of the tunnel. 

SAWSA’s working relationship with both the 
South Australian Soccer Federation (SASF) and the 
South Australian Sports Institute (SASI) is 
continuing to strengthen. SAWSA is having 
continued dialogue with the SASF regarding 
SAWSA’'s position with the SASF and the sharing of 
resources to further develop such areas as coaching 
and development and marketing. 

SASI and SAWSA have continued to work jointly 
on the conducting of the National League team, the 
Adelaide Sensation. SAWSA and SASI jointly fund 
this team during the National League season. To 
oversee the operations of this team, a management 
committee involving both organisations has been 
formulated. 

The Office of Recreation, Sport & Racing (ORSR) 
has also rewarded the accomplishments of women’s 
soccer through the provision of grants. In the past 
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three years SAWSA have been able to maintain and 
slightly increase the grants that they receive from 
the ORSR. 

In reviewing all of the achievements of 2001, 
SAWSA has continued to undertake the many 
objectives that are outlined in the Strategic Plan 
2001-2003. However, women’s soccer is at the 
crossroads of its development. As I wrote in my 
2000 report, women’s soccer has the potential to 
-become one of the biggest female participation 
sports, however this growth has to be supported by 
everyone involved in women’s soccer. 

Although more new teams affiliated in 2001, the 
number of players registering each year is beginning 
to stagnate. This was highly visible during this 
season with a number of Premier Division clubs and 
lower division clubs struggling to maintain a 
presence in their respective leagues. 

Currently there are thousands of girls 
participating in school soccer, the biggest challenge 


for SAWSA and its clubs is to transfer these players 
into SAWSA competitions. Furthermore although 
many new players register with SAWSA, there are 
many players who leave the sport after one or two 
years. The challenge ahead is to not only register 
new players but also to retain these players. 

With the limited resources that have been 
accessible to SAWSA, women’s soccer has relied 
upon the commitment and passion of a small band 
of volunteers. I would like to acknowledge the 
contribution of the SAWSA Board and the coaches 
and officials that have been involved with SAWSA 
State Teams and coaching and development 
programs. The contribution and sacrifices that all of 
our club personnel undertake on a volunteer basis 
should also be applauded. I do not envy the tasks 
that so many of these people take on, all for the 
love of the sport. 

However for women’s soccer to obtain the 
growth rate that it is capable of achieving, it 
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Cheryl Salisbury scoring for South Australia against Queensland. 


requires everyone within the sport to contribute. 
Currently due to the limited resources available to 
SAWSA, an ad hoc level of development has been 
achieved. With the collective resources and support 
of all our clubs, a strong and united approach can 
be obtained to the development of our sport. 

This is my ninth year of being involved with 
SAWSA and during this time I have seen women’s 
soccer make great strides forward that even some 
big sports would envy. An example of this is the 
increasing number of players that are being 
exported to top overseas competitions, Di Alagich to 
WUSA Pro-League, Sharon Black to the Denmark 
Elite Division, Kristy Moore to Fulham United, the 
first club in England to pay their players, Lynn 
White and Sam Jackson to Barnet Ladies FC (UK) 
and Kim Morris and Emma Wirkus to the USA College 
Leagues. 

However we must not become complacent. The 


growth in our sport will not just happen, players 
will not just turn up on our clubs’ doorsteps, 
coaches will not just suddenly become accredited 
and available and the sport will not develop 
unlimited resources. The strength in our sport still 
remains with our clubs and the ability of these clubs 
to take ownership. If clubs are serious about 
developing women’s soccer within their area, then 
clubs need to develop strategies to recruit and 
retain players. This sport does not belong to SAWSA, 
jt is everyone's responsibility to ensure that the 
next generation of girls that come through our 
schools identify soccer as a sport for them. 

I would encourage all of our members to embrace 
the achievements that have been accomplished to 
date, to acknowledge the work that has been 
undertaken by everyone involved in SAWSA and the 
clubs and for all of us to aim to develop this sport 


i to its full potential.

NIGHT SERIES 


The 2000 League season concluded on August 
18th 2000 with the Mutual Community Top 5 Grand 
Final. For most teams the season effectively 
concluded 3 weeks earlier with their last home & 
away league game. This meant that the majority of 
teams would see no football from July 2000 until 
March 2001 when the following season was 
programmed to start. 

The clubs sent the Federation a loud and clear 
message “the break between seasons is too long, 
give us a competition over summer.” The 
Federation’s Leagues Executive Committee took up 
the challenge and sculptured a competition to 
maximize the number of games clubs play pre- 
season and also to utilize the ‘home’ of soccer 
Hindmarsh Stadium. 

The Summer Night Series was born and 
commissioned at the conclusion of the Olympic 
Football Tournament in September 2000. 

The Summer Night Series commenced on 
Monday the 15th of January and concluded with the 
Final on Monday the 12th of March. The Summer 
Night Series was open to all Federation clubs. 20 
teams nominated by the due deadline of the 30th 
August 2000. 

Those clubs who chose not to participate, for 
their own reasons, were Northern Demons, Port Pirie 
City, Salisbury United and the Playford Patriots. 

The Tournament was simple, the 20 teams who 
nominated were placed into 5 groups of 4 teams, 
they would play each other twice in the preliminary 
rounds, with the top team from each group plus the 
best three second placed teams joining them in the 
knock-out quarter final stage. 

The winners of the Quarter-Finals went into the 
Semi-Finals. The Semi-Final winners played off in 
the Summer Night Series Final on Monday March 
42th at Hindmarsh Stadium.

Adelaide City Force had its most intense pre- 
season ever according to coach Zoran Matic when it 
toured the South Pacific Islands in September. 

The gruelling pre-season in the tropics was set 
to push Force out of its customary slow start to the 
season, which has almost become as traditional as 
the club participating in the NSL finals. 

Force announced the prized signings of imports 
Jaff Campbell (New Zealand), Petar Cestic (Serbia) 
and Grzegorz Lewandowski (Poland). 

But in December all imports had disappeared 
back to their respective homes after president Bob 
D'Ottavi explained during a radio interview on 5RTI 
in January, that the European imports had cost the 
club too much in wages. 

Campbell played only 22 minutes for Force 
against Olympic Sharks in a 0-1 loss in Sydney. 

Campbell failed to live up to expectations after 
arriving with a debilitating groin injury in 
September. 

Force then had to contend with its local talent 
Louis Brain and Nick Sabljak who appear to want 
out. 

Brain went public about being unhappy at Force 
and his outburst appeared to upset Force hierarchy. 

And Sabljak was asked to train with Force’s 
premier league side, but declined and was still at 
loggerheads with the club in mid January. 

And Force’s departure lounge was almost full to 
capacity when Chief Executive Jeff Widera resigned 
in January. 

However, Force’s season kicked off in its usual 
style - cautiously. 

After sitting out round 1 due to a bye, Force got 
off to a reasonable start when Melbourne Knights 
escaped with a 1-1 draw at Knights Stadium. 

Round 2, saw a revitalised Northern Spirit smash 
and grab a point at Hindmarsh Stadium in a 2-2 
draw, which disappointed Matic after the black and 
whites led the game twice only to be denied by 
some lacklustre defending. 

Force travelled to Parramatta in round 4, and 
went down to Power after former captain Alex Tobin 
nailed his old side with a timely goal in the 66th 
minute. A bitter pill for Force to swallow. 

Revamped Newcastle United came to town in 
round 5, and were headed for their first defeat of 
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the season, when Force’s new signing Alex Moreira 
blasted two mesmerising goals past United 
goalkeeper Daniel Beltrame in the first half. 

But Force capitulated in a disappointing second 
half and dropped a potential match winning two- 
goal lead to escape with a 2-2 draw. 

United’s Robert Middleby scored the equaliser in 
the 86th minute when his speculative 40m shot 
came across from the touchline and floated into the 
back of the net. 

Force had to wait until round 6 in November 
before it ground out’a solid 3-0 win over struggling 
reigning back-to-back champion Wollongong Wolves 
at Hindmarsh Stadium. 

And for the first time Force’s attacking duo Scott 
Tunbridge and Moreira gelled, by scoring all three 
goals. 

But Force's first victory celebrations were cut 
short a week later when Olympic Sharks took 
maximum points in a 1-0 win. 

Force’s once powerful home record was under 
scrutiny in round 8. 

Brisbane Strikers once again asked all the 
questions when they drew 1-1 with Adelaide and 
were a tad unlucky not to steal all three points. 

NSL losing Grand Finalist South Melbourne 
slumped to the bottom of the table and were up 
against Force in round 9 at the Bob Jane Stadium. 

Force was set to grab a rare Melbourne victory 
against its old foe when Nick Sabljak fired the black 
and whites in the lead in the 9th minute. 

But South edged Force out of contention within 
the space of the last 19 minutes and snatched a 2-1 
win. 

A week later Marconi Stallions outplayed Force 
with a 2-1 victory. 

Runaway leader Perth Glory gave Force a soccer 
lesson in the first half at Perth Oval and raced to a 
3-0 lead before Scott Tunbridge gave Adelaide 
respectability with a well taken goal in the 56th 
minute. 

Glory’s Gary Faria ended Force’s hopes with a 
goal in the 81st minute for Perth to win 4-1. 

However, Force bounced back a week later and 
gave its fans an early Christmas present with an 
easy 3-0 win over Kingz. 

At the halfway mark of the season Force was 
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languishing in 10th place with only 10 points. 
The Force has acknowledged that it needs to 
rebuild its stocks after a successful 1990's. 
Judging by some of the young Local talent 
coming through the ranks, Force will once again 
become a powerhouse of Australian soccer if it can 
hold onto its “gold mine”. 
Teenager Iain Fyfe has been outstanding for 


Force in defence this season and Matic lias likened 
the tall timber to Alex Tobin in his younger years, 

But Force has a number of teenagers who appeal 
likely to make NSL grade providing they can 
continue to improve. 

Names that sound could become Adelaide folkare 
include Adrian Pellegrino, Ivan and Mario Karlovic, 
Lucas Pantelis, Nick Budin and Aaron Goulding,
